The customs, © 
and character of the people are 
different from those of Western na 
Russian cannot be judged by 
standards, It is such an immense country, and 
is composed of sach diverse elements and 
interests. Yes! The Russian people is like a 
great family at present torn with internal 
dissensions. But the dissensions will disappear 
should the people really feel that the integrity 
of the country, its historical fature and destiny, 
are at stake, 

“Russia is not on the verge of dissolation as 
a great Power, and is not obliged to accept any 
conditions offered, in spite of the military re- 
verses she has sustained. We are passing 
throagh an internal crisis which has been 
marked by many grave events, which may 
have others still in store, but the crisis will 
pass, and in a few years Russia will again take 
her place as a preponderant Power in the 


It is difficult for any foreign observer to 
agree with the Russian statesman on the 
question of the possibility of continuing the 
present conflict. ‘The dissensions that at pre- 
sent agitate the country are to disappear 
when once the people feel that Rassia’s 
fatare is at stake, but we cannot help thinking 
that among a people of ideals—and idealists 
all Slavs are —the social revolution, the

A glance at a msp of the Near East and the 
plan of the Turko-German General Staff 
suggesta the remedy. Since Egypt must be 
defended at all costs, and since armed resist- 
ance in Egypt will not avail, when the Turkish 
preparations are complete, the only effective 
guard against the blow is to check the mobili- 
sation scheme that aims at using Syria as a 
bridge between Egypt and Asia Minor. [ 
have pointed out in my first article that the 
Anatolian grand trunk line that is now in 
course of construction bifarcates at the longi- 
tude of Diarbekir. Its western branch will link 
with the Syrian system at Biredjik, on the 
Euphrates, passing through Siverek and Orfa, 
while the Eastern branch will be carried 
through the plains of Mesopotamia and the 
Tigris-Nahrwan valley towards Mosul, Begdad, 
Bassorah, and Koweit. 

The Syrian branch, in itself grand trank 
line, will ran from north to south, throwing 
out branches towards the Mediterranean 
destined to carry the troops from each of the 
segments into which they divide the country 
to the main line, as the tributaries of a river 
basin carry their waters to the main stream. 
These branches link or will link the grand 
trank line with the ports of Alexandretta, 
Latakia, Tripoli, Beyront, Haifa, Jaffa, and 
Gaza to the very frontiers of Egypt. Between 
Suonamein and the Jordan abont 120 miles 
S. of Damasous a cross-country line of about 
100 kilometres in length will be pushed to 
Jerusalem, thenceto He%ron (El Khalil), which 
will be itself linked with Gaza, 

All along the course of the main line and its 
branchea garrisons are distributed, whose 
atrength varies according to the atrategical 
importance of the localities and which all 
gravitate around the military centres of the 
two commands into which the Army Corps 
District of Syria is divided, the commands of 
Aleppo and Damazcus.

Yesterday's “Official Journal” contains cor- 
respondence relating to the conclusion of a 
commercial agreement between Ezypt and 
Montenegro. In a letter dated March 30, 1905, 
M. V. G. Voucovitch, Montenegrin Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, informs the Egyptian Mi- 
nister for Foreign Affairs that the Montenegrin 
Government is anxious to give the necessary 
stability to the commercial transactions be- 
tween the two countries by the conclusion of 
a treaty of commerce and navigation.

THE COTTON WORM. 


The weekly official report issued by the 
Ministry of the Interior on the work which is 
being done for the destruction of the cotton 
worm shows for the week ending 22nd inst. 
not only a general and distinct decrease in the 
number of areas which have been attacked, but 
also that the cotton cultivations of three 
provinces, namely, Fayoum, Minieb, and Beni- 
fouef, which had suffered previously, have 
daring the last week remained entirely free of 
the worm, During the preceding week 27,026 
feddans were in all attacked in these provinces, 
so that thenon-appearance ofthe worm through- 
out last week may be taken as an indication 
that these provinces have been entirely cleared 
of it, and its re-appearance is regarded as im- 
probable. 

Ths reporta from other provinces are as 
follows : — 

Ghizsh :—880 feddana, belonging to 879'pro- 
prietore, have been attacked by the worm and 
have all been cleared from it. 

Kalioubieh :—318 feddans, belonging to 174 
proprietors, -bhave.been attacked, and 407 
feddang hve been cleared by 2,608 children. 

Menonufieh : —1,106 feddans, belonging to 
492 proprietora, have been attacked and 1,835 
feddans have been cleared by 7,260 children. 

Gharbieh :—1,968 feddans, belonging to 
254 proprietors, have been attacked and 1,898 
teddans have been cleared by 3,665 children. 

Sharkieh :—122 feddans, belonging to 55 
proprietors, have been attacked and have all 
been cleared by 520 children. 

Behara :—31,035 feddans, belonging to 1,748 
proprietors, have been attacked and 26,005 
feddans have been cleared by 73,555 children. 

Dakahlieh :—4,336 feddans, belonging to 
1,045 proprietors, have been attacked and 
3,995 feddans have been cleared by 15,174 
children.

It may be urged that in the 
recent campaign against the Imam Yehia 
several regiments deserted to the rebel side, 
but it must not be forgotten that they were 
fighting Moslem foes, their brothera in race 
and religion, and that face to face with the 
extraordinary difficulties of the country they. 
may well have despaired of the success. of a 
campaign of repression ondertaken with such 
a lack of military essentials. But if theae very 
troops were fighting an infidel army with the 
valley of the Nile as their prise, might not the 
fervour of their faith and the artfal appeals 
of the Pan-Islamic party drive them on, 
fanatical and irresistible, as one man to the 
‘divinely ordained corqaest of the City of 
Victory ¢ 

It follows from all this that the invading 
army must be prevented from ever starting on 
its march to Bgypt. If it can once be con- 
centrated and supplied with ammunition and 
provisions, then, in my opinion, Bgypt is lost. 
The principle enouncei in the opening para- 
graph of this stady leaps into light again, To 
prevent an invasion mobilisation in Syria 
must be rendered impossible. There sre two 
rolations of the problems, and each will serve 
as the Remedy—the neutralisation—or the 
annexation —of Syria. At first sight they may 
appear difficu!t, well-nigh impossible, but 
though they seem big with consequences in 
the near or the more distant tatare, though 
they promise to pertarb the political atmosphere 
of the world, wo may boldly effirm that 
either is possible and that the clouds which, 
through their employment, may darken the 
sky will pass away without storm or danger.

NEDWET EL ASSAL, 
—_———- 

The Nedwet el Assal has appeared in various 
cotton cultivations bat active steps are being 
taken for ita destraction. 

Many of oar readers will doubtless re 
member that in a note which was published by 
the Ministry of the Interior the Nedwet el 
Assal was described as a cartain sooty fongas 
which are attracted by a sticky kind of honey- 
dew deposited on the cotton leaves by small 
green midges, known as Aphis, which attack 
the cotton plant at this tipe of year. It will be 
nsefal to recall the method by which the 
Aphis may be killed. 

The plants are sprayed with a very fine 
spraying machine, with an emulsion made of 
$rotl soap, 1 gallon water, 2 gallons kerosene, 
and to this is added 25 times the bulk of 
water. The rotl soap is cat up and boiled in 
the ong gallon of water, until completely 
dissolved, it is then taken off the fire, the two 
gallons of kerosene are added, the whole is 
vigorously stirred, and upon the addition of 25 
times the bulk of waterit is ready for spraying 
on the leayes of the plant. Special atteation 
should be paid to tha under surface of the 
lgav63, which is usually attacked by the inaect. 
It is tmportant to note that the Aphis usually 
appears on the bordera of the cotton fields 
near drains and water-courses, and also that 
spraying should be done early in the morning 
or in the evening.

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“ THE OLDEST MASTERS,”

At the magic touch of the spade there rise 
from their graves, beneath the sandy robe of 
centuries,“ not kings and other mighty dead 
alone, but chapters of history long lost, and 
schools of art whose teaching has influenced 
all time. This marvellous resurrection of the 
past is amply illustrated by the splendid ex- 
hibition of antiquities from the famous’ Deir- 
el-Bahr hill, near Thebes, which has been 
organised by the Egyptian Exploration Fund, 
in their rooms at 37, Great Rassell-street. 
More than ten years ago Professor Naville 
began the great task of excavating the half 
buried rans of the great temple of Hatshepsu, 
the Elizabeth of Egypt, built about 3,0, 1530, 
and all who have visited Thebes know how 
successfully the work has been accomplished 
and the excellent manner in which portions 
have been restored. Unique in design, it was 
the custom to attribute this in many respects 
non-Egyptian building to some foreign in- 
finence, but that this was’ not the case is now 
proved by the important excavations which 
have been conducted by Professor Naville, 
assisted by Mr.’ H. R. Hall, of the British 
Museum, and Mr. Aryton. To the south of 
the great temple of the eighteenth dynasty 
was a hage heap of debris and sand drift. In 
this mound. excavations were commenced in 
the hopes of finding tombs of early kings and 
temple officials, Both expectations were jasti- 
tied, for there were brought to light the 
remains of a richly-decorated mortuary chapel 
of Mentuhetep III, ofthe eleventh dynasty, 
uc. 2500, and the tombs of queens and royal 
fayorites attached to the temple. 

The period of the eleventh dynasty was a 
blank in Egypt's story, snd nothing was 
known of its art, the earliest remains 
hitherto from Thebes being those of the time 
of the twelfth dynasty. The beautifal sculp- 
tures now exhibited show that Mentuhetep 
waged war in Syria and Sinai, and the well- 
drawn and coloured slabs representing these 
campaigns show us clearly the ethnic type 
of these neighbours of the Egyptians. It is 
with the temple and its decorations we are 
chietly interested, and there is much material 
here to struct us. The fine series of plans 
and photographs exhibited show the con- 
struction of the building. The name of the 
temple was known to us as Akh-asut — 
“Glorious are its seats’—and it appears to 
baye consisted of s small pyramid sur- 
rounded by a colonnade sculptured with 
beautiful scenes. 

The exhibits in this collection show that 
we have to deal with a most important period 
in the history of Egyptian art. The old 
school of Memphis had died out at the time 
of the fall of the Sixth Dynasty, and in the 
work. of this temple of Hathor, built by 
Mentuhetep, we see the renascence of Egyp- 
tian art in this early Theban school: ‘fhe 
variation in style is very noticeable when we 
compare these’ sculptures with the five ex- 
amples of dynasties LV. to VI., on exhibition 
in the Egyptian annex of the British Museum. 
The old low relief, delicately finished, has 
given place to a style of high modelled work, 
carefully finished and coloured, and perhaps 
the best examples.here are the two portraits 
of King Mentuhetep III. (‘Tab. C., 1-5) ; also 
a beautifal portrait of the princess-priestess 
of Hathor, Nefer Shushusa. The best work 
in this collection comes from the tombs of 
the priestesses of Hathor, which were found 
on the north and west sides of the temple, 
and especially fine are the fragments of the 
coffin of the Negro priestess Kemsit, which 
are the more valaanle because much of the 
work is unfinished, showing the technical 
methods of production. Espécially should be 
noticed the close attention to detail in some 
of the small fragments. A representation of 
the King wearing the Atif or White Crown, 
shows that the lower portion was made of 
linen, the two top tiers bound with bands 
of gold being of fine plaited straw or grass 
to give ventilation, and affording us the 
earliest example of the straw hat. Equally 
fine is the finished work on the small slab 
representing the winged solar disk supported 
by two cobras. Every feather of the wings, 
and each scale of the serpent’s skin is finished 
with the most minate care. There are also 
some most valuable fragments representing 
hunting and fishing scenes, and the drawing 
and colouring of the low relief work is excel- 
lent. Take the group representing a fox robbing 
a duck’s nest and seizing the parent bird by 
the neck, or the group of two hippopotami. All 
these examples belong to a school of art which 
has been long lost, bat which now joins the 
Thebana-Memphitic methods. 

Far greater interest, however, is raised when 
we find it possible to associate this work with 
men whose names are preserved in the monu- 
ments. In the Louvre in Paris there is the 
memorial tablet of a sculptor-artist named 
Mertisen, who lived in the reign of this King 
Mentuhetep JIL, and who thus speaks of his 
artistic abilities : “I ama workman skilled in 
his craft, who by reason of his knowledge has 
risen above all others. I know how to depict 
the motion of a limb. I know how to draw the 
gait of a man and the carriage of a woman.” 
In the works of art in this room we see those 
which came from the band or design of Merti- 
sen, and as we look upon them we must admit 
that his remarks, egotistical as they may seem, 
are justifiable. This ancient Theban Michae! 
‘Angelo, for he was both painter and sculptor, 
had a talented son named Usertesen, of whom 
his father says ; “I have seen the prodactions, 
his beantifal work in precious stones of every 
kind, and in gold and silver and ebony.” Sure- 
ly in this carver and jeweller we nisy see the 

- Cellini of. forty-four centaries ago. It is curious 
to notice that ag in the case of this Bloventh 


i artiste, and craftsmen, so also wo 
know the grander fano of Hatshepau,. built a 
thousand years later, was the product of the 
skill of Senmut, the architect at Tehati—the 
master-craftaman. Surely these are indeed our 
oldest masters, and; no true student of 
ancient art. should ‘miss this opportunity 
to study these spetimens: of their work. 
Whatever doubts may have existed as to 
portraiture in Egyptian, art, they are cer- 
tainly dispelled by the three three-quarter life 
statues of Usertesen III., which represent him 
in his youth, middle-age, and old age. No one 
can deny the truthfulness of the portrait, and 
fail to sea how well the artist has depicted the 
ravages of time. } 

There are many interesting exhibits of monu- 
ments of the later dynasties, one of the finest 
being a marble head of the sacred Hathor cow, 
the eyes of which have been inlaid with lapis 
lazuli and the horns probably of silver or go'd. 
Especially beautiful is the limestone head of a 
priestess of Amen. In ‘conclusion, we may cer- 
tainly say this is one of the best, if not the 
best, exhibitions that the Egyptian Exploration 
Fund has ever held. And a word of special 
praise is due to the catalogue. 


THE BLACK MAN'S PERIL. 


Those who claim that civilisation has a 
degenerating effect upon the black man will 
find much to confirm them in their opinion in 
the recently issued Natal Blue-book on Native 
Affairs. Thrown in the towns into “the caul- 
dron of conflict, the never-ending intercourse 
between Europeans and natives,” as one of the 
magistrates describes it, the native develops 
independence without being educated to the 
responsibilities which the transaction demands, 
The result is lawlessness and degeneracy, 

The Firat Assistant Magistrate of Durban, 
where there are nineteen thousand natives, 
goes very fully into the qoestion in a report to 
the Department of Native Affairs. Daring 
their residence in towns they acquire, he points 
out, all sorts of experience, most of it of ques- 
tionable valae, because perpetually misunder- 
stood, and they assume airs which would be 
grotesque were they not so grave in character. 
The consequence is that when they go back to 
the kraals their influence has a deteriorating 
moral effect. Formerly, in visiting the chief 
of a tribe, the right course was to seek admis- 
sion at the gate of the kraal, leaving sticks 
and weapons there. “Nowadays,” says the 
magistrate, “youths and others march 
straight to the upper or principal huts, and 
personally press for immediate admission. 
Formerly elderly men were treated with 
the utmost respect by their juniors; now, 
owing to the influence of Earopean civilisation, 
one will hear a son, who has just arrived from 
a spell of service in the town, exclaim, when 
his father attempts to correct him: “I won't 
submit to any nonsense from a Khaffir, whoare 
you tospeak tome in this way!” At home 
they swear at relatives, male and female, in 
the filthiest English. Native habits and cus- 
toms are being undermined to a surprising 
degree, snd as the result of our civilisation the 
people are being rapidly disintegrated far and 
wide.” Features more degrading than those 
mentioned are quoted by the magistrate. 

Greater restraint and firmer measures are 
advocated. The United States, the magistrate 
considers, offers no parallel. The conditions 
are essentially different. The negro of the 
States, hailing from many countries, is entirely 
cut off from his traditions, his language,habits, 
and castoms, whereas in Natal the natives 
occupy the land their ancestors possessed, and 
are not in any appreciable degree cut off from 
the past. It is because of this fundamental 
difference that ‘though universally admitted 
to be entitled to erjoy the material advan- 
tages of Western civilization, the natives of 
Natal should not be accorded liberties, which, 
as many of their European friends can see, 
are slowly but surely bringing about their 
annihilation. Some, possibly, will be sur- 
prised to learn that under the native system 
of life the principle of taboo was made the 
greatest use of in governing the people. Under 
Tshaka, for instance,| no young man or 
woman durst marry w.thout the King’s 
consent. Recruited as boys, regiments were 
not accorded the right to marry until after 
the members had reached forty years of age, 
while girls also col'ected into casses were 
obliged to remain single far beyond ths ages 
at which they sre actustomed to marry 
nowadays.” 

The Acting Magistrate in the Lower Tugela 
district, in his reference to the illicit supply 
of liquor, says regular “isitshimiyana” (drink) 
parties are got up amongst the natives. The 
invitation is by means of a white flag suspended 
to a bamboo or other Ing pole placed in the 
most commanding position near the festive 
kraal. The idea is that 4 ‘mtimba,” or bride's 
party, has arrived, and the young people enter 
the hut, drink is handed round, and revelry 
reigns supreme, the older people being denied 


‘admission. 
SUPERSTITIONS. 


Saperstition has still a great hold upon the 
saehvease A census, the first that has te been 
taken, was recently carried out. The natives 
were exceeding nervous about the whole 
matter, considering that the counting of the 
people would be wed | by disaster. In most 
districts the work was completed without any 
antoward ba psapeey hes in ae it ves 
accompani an epidemic of w g cough, 
from Shih a ech number of children died.

‘HIS LIFE AND ADVENTURES. 


— 


Last weel: Pacis witnessed the unusual spec- 
tacle of an armed American force marching 
through its streets. It was, however, merely 
a peaceable mission in the form of an escort 
of Bluejackets and Marines arriving to take 
charge of the supposed remains of the 
Founder of the American Navy,” which 
have lately been discovered, and are to be re- 
moved to the United States in the flagship 
Brooklyn. John Paul Jones, to give the 
distinguished naval adventurer his correct 
name, was the youngest son of John Paul, a 
gardener, and was born in Kirkbean, Kirk- 
cudbrightshire, on the 6th July, 1747. His 
early sea training was such ss well suited 
the lite it was afterwards his fortune to lead. 
As a boy he served for some years in the 
slave trade, rising to be third mate. He after- 
wards made two voyages to the West Indies ; 
engaged for a year or two in smuggling 
between the Isle of Man and the Solway Firth ; 
afterwards trading a little to the West Indies 
on his own account. In 1775 he assumed the 
name of Jones, and joined the American Con- 
tinental Navy, being appointed first lientenant 
of the Alfred, a 30-gan frigate, the flagship of 
Commodore Ezekiel Hopkins. He, later on, 
commanded the Providence sloop, craised with 
some success against the English trade, and in 
1776, by a bit of splendid seamanship, escaped 
from the Solebay, an English frigate, which 
chased him for some time. 

Wher, in 1777, the American Marine Com- 
mittee decided to attack British trade in 
British waters, Paul Jones was selected for 
the important enterprise. In command of 
the Ranger, a new frigate-built ship of 18 
guns, he soon began to instil some terror into 
parts of the coast of Scotland and Ireland, 
and did some damage at Whitehaven. At 
Kirkcudbright it was his intention to kid- 
nap the Earl of Selkirk and hold him asa 
hostage; but the Earl happening to be 
absent, the crew plundered his house and 
carried off some valuable plate, which Jones 
bought from them and gallantly retarned to 
Lady Selkirk. In 1778, learning that the 
British sloop Drake, 20 guns, Commander 
George Burdon, was at anchor in Carriok- 
fergus Bay, he made a bold and well-conceived, 
but usaccessfal, attempt to board her. 
He uf:erwards encountered the English sloop 
on the 24h April, when, after a fight of 
seventy-fuur minutes, she was forced to 
strike tu her skilfully-handled and well-fought 
enemy. ‘The Americans naturally made a 
good deal of this success, but, though the 
two ships were nominally of eqaal force, the 
English ship was badly manned and unpre- 
pared. In spite of these successes, it was not 
antil the middle of 1779 that Captain Jones 
was able to get another squadron to sea. He 
then fitted ont, under the American flag, an 
old East Indiaman, the Dac de Duras, said 
to be capable of mounting forty guns. When 
ready for sea, with her name changed to 
Le Bonhomme Richard, the ship and guns, 
crew and all, were of the most makeshift 
character. She was adaull sailer, old and 
rotten ; her gons worn out; and the majority 
of ber crew loafers and outcasts. As consorts 
she had the Alliance, a 32-gun frigate, the 
Pallas, of 30 guns ; an ex-merchantman, the 
Vengeance, also an armed merchantman of 
12 guns, and the 18-gan cutter Cerf. Not- 
withstanding a good deal of trouble with his 
captain, Paul Jones’s squadron created wild 
alarm in Great Britain, and by the end of 
September had taken seventeen ships, 

On the 23rd September a great fleet came 
in sight. It was the Baltic trade, convoyed by 
His Majesty's frigate Serapis, of forty-four 
guns, Captain Richard Pearson, and the armed 
ship Countess of Scarborough, of twenty, 
Con mander Thomas Piercy. The cliffs of Scar- 
borough and the coast of Flamborough Head 
were crowded with spectators, who were to be 
rewarded by the sight of one of the finest fights 
in history ; one, however, which space will not 
admit of describing here in detail. The 
Countess of Scarborough, after a fight of two 
hours, struck tothe French-American Pallas, 
while the Serapis, after a splendid fight, kept 
ap with unusual obstinacy, for three and a-half 
hours, struck to Paul Jones’s ship, The loss 
on board each ship was very heavy. Captain 
Pearson hauled down his flag just as the 
mainmast went overboard. ‘The Americans 
took possession of their prize, transferred to 
her the crew of the ‘Bonhomme Richard, 
which had been very badly knocked abont, 
and sank a day later. The fight was a splen- 
did one, But it must be acknowledged the 
Britisher was fairly taken by practically an 
inferior ship handled by an exceptionally 
able and skilfal captain. The convoy, how- 
ever, made good its escape, and Jones, after 
farther troubles and adventures, arrived in 
Philadelphia on the 18th Febroary 1781, 
which was the end of his servicein the 
American Navy. He appears to have served 
in the French Navy for a year, until the 
peace in 1783, and some five years later 
became a rear-admiral in the Russian service, 
He was present, in command of a division of 
the fleet, but had no active share, in the 
decisive battle in the Liman in 1788. He died 
in Paris on the 18th July, 1792, in the forty- 
sixth year of his age, and there his remains 
have since rested, There is little to admire in 
the private life of John Paul Jones. He was, 
by all accounta, mean and selfish, and of in- 
ordinate ambition and vanity. Slave-trader, 
pirate, and smuggler, he was a traitor to his 
own country, and prepared to serve any of her 
enemies who paid him sufficiently well. Bat 
there can be no doubt that he was talented 
and original, that be possessed determined 
courage, and that he was « splendid seaman,

ARMING OF THE KAVAK FORTS. 


_——. 


RUSSIAN REPRESENTATIONS TO 
TURKEY. 


The arming of the forts at Kavak with mo- 
dern guns has made a considerable impression 
in Russian circles at Constantinople, and now 
that the Kniasz Potemkin incident is at an end 
the Rossians are endeavouring to induce the 
Porte to abandon the project of mounting the 
new guns. 

The Russian agents are making every effort 
to represent to Yildiz Kiosk. the uselessness of 
the works at Kavak, pointing out that Ruasia 
can at present do nothing, but that the day 
will come when, feeling herself restored to her 
former strength, she will enter a vigorous 
protest against these fortifications, which 
she regards as directed against herself. Never- 
theless, the efforta of the Russians have so far 
been unsuccessful, the authorities continuing 
to carry on the works at the fortifications on 
the basis of plans drawn up years ago by the 
Belgian, General Brialmont. 

An incident highly sharacteristic of the 
attitude of the Turks towards Ruasia is stated 
to haye ocourred at the arsenal, when one of 
the largest guns was being brought out. ‘The 
workmen danced round the enormous weapon, 
manifesting enthusiastic joy at the possibility 
of war with Russia, 


AN ALGERIAN REBEL. 


An interesting figure associated with a atir- 
ring episode of the history of the colony has 
passed away in Algeria. Bi Mokrani, the leader 
of the Arab rising of 1871, has just died at the 
age of 75, twelve months after the pardon 
which permitted him to return to his home 
from New Ualedonia. Sentenced to death for 
his revolt, the punishment was commated to 
transportation for life, and El Mokrani spent 
more than 30 years in the penal colony, He 
was not in confinement, however. Most of that 
period was spent as a horse dealer, for an 
Arab knows by instinct the points of a horse, 
and when the natives, whom he despised, rose 
in insurrection as he himself had once done, 
he organised his fellow Arab exiles into a 
little body of horse against them, and rode one 
last charge in the service of that France againat 
which he had formerly rebelled. This loyalty 
it was which finally won his pardon, and he has 
died at the home of his son in the land of his 
fathers.
